NEW YORK, March 9.—Interesting 


developments have occurred in 
the 


strike situation today.

declare the strike never was author- 
ized and that it Is Illegal and in vio- 
lation with the contract with the Inter- 
boroughs and unless the men go back 
to work they will be expelled from 
their organisations. 


This statement was given out by 


Grand Chief'Warren B. Stone, of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
to which the motormen belong, W. D. 
Mahon, president of the Amalgamated 
Association of Street and Electric rail- 
way employes, and other national or- 
ganizers. 
The local unions reply that 


they will not go back until the point 
is won and say they have funds in 
plenty to carry on the strike. 


Shortly after midnight seventy po- 


licemen doing duty around the sub- 
way barns were notified that the strik- 
ers intended stopping all trains on the 
subway at 1 o'clock and intended do- 
ing as much violence as possible. 


Police reserves were sent hurriedly 


to the station at 14Sd street, where 200 
strikers had assembled at this corner 
shortly before X a, m. Up to this time, 
trains are running In the subway on 
schedule time, as many old men went 
back In response to an ultimatum of 
the national leaders.

But it Is supposed, as a gen- 
eral thing, to be conducted on a squarer basis than the 
other games of chance. We hear of a "doped" horse or a 
"brace" faro bank much oftener than of a "salted" mine. 
That, aside from the superstition that stock speculation is 
a more respectable form of gambling than faro or race 
betting is probably why so many more people ohance their 
money In It. Perhaps they are right, bu it will not take 
many more episodes like the Jim Butler affair to knock 
the marrow out of the stock market.

- "Plrmassens, Dec. 16, 1994. 


"Dear Brother Artisan—In your let- 


ter I see that you did not receive my 
last one, but that is not my fault. X 
know from your mother that you and 
Rudolph have a correspondence. When 
you will write to him please send him 
my regards. 
Write to me about him 


and you. We have here but little of 
news. 
Omma Herman died; perhaps 


you already did know it. My business 
ts not very good. I -have already been 
two months without working. My dear 
friend, if you or Rudolph know the ad- 
dress of Ludwig Eltel of this place, 
please notify me, because he is an old 
man, a good friend of mine, and I 
would be pleased to send his address 
to his parents who don't know where 
he is. 1 send you my best regards and 
with the best future, yours very truly, 
friend, 
"JEAN SHUT2L" 


Then as a postscript is added the 


a'ddres^of the writer as follows: 
"Jean Shutz, Pirmassens, Aleestras- 


se, No. 7, Bayern, Relnpferly, 
Ger- 


many." 
Another letter from Eugene Shutz 


reads as follows: 


"You will wonder that I take the 


liberty to write you some words, but 
I am sure you will pardon me because 
you are a good boy. My dear friend, 
we went to see your mother and I saw 
there your picture and

face 


seemed to ssfcile to) us. Therefore I 
conclude ydu are in good health and 
happy. 
What I say is from my heart. 


I wish to you and you know I am 
speaking sincerely with you. My best 
regards.
